Strikers generally 
yielded as troops of the 15th 
Infantry advanced on the big 
plane factory in long skirmish 
lines, but one who stood his 
ground was bayoneted and 
taken to a hospital. 
Immediately a f t e r 
t h e 
troops had taken control of 
the huge sprawling factory, 
Lieut. Col. Charles E. Brad­ 
shaw, regional director of the 
Army Air Corps, announced the 
plant was open for work un­ 
der government control. 
He 
summoned the nine-man CIO 
bargaining committee and its 
members 
w’ere 
e s c o r t e d 
through the gates by troopers. 
Four hours after the fac­ 
tory time clock gates were 
| swung open only a few work­ 
ers were inside the plant, how­ 
ever. These went through the 
picket line. 
President Roosevelt last S aturday 
laid down the alternative of reop­ 
ening the plant or operation of the 
; business by the United S tates Army.

Southern C alifornia area last night 
but at the tim e of disorders had not 
put in an appearance at the plant 
“We are standing by to receive

diameter, or metal three-quarters of 
an inch in diam eter

alKHJt five and one-half feet 
above 
the floor 
Deep .shelves should be 
avoided. 
Provide a clearance of at 
least four Inches between shelf and 
pole. 
Tile depth front to back, of 
the closet should be at least twenty- 
two inches although two feet Is con­ 
sidered more desirable.
